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SETTLERS’ RIGHTS. 

The department of Interior is at its old 
games and has issued a notice in the 
Lake Dauphin district of Manitoba warning 
settlers off the odd sections in that region, 
The Lake Dauphin country is isolated fro 
the principal settled section‘of Manitoba by 
the, Riding and Duck Mountains. and until 
very recent years attracted no attention 
from either settlers or government. For the 
past three or four years, however, its super- 
ior attractions have had their effect and 
settlers have left or passed through the dis- 
tricts favored with railroads, telegraphs, 
public offices, ete., to take up their residence 
in the country which lacked these artificial 
advantages but whose natural advantages 
more than made up for the lack. The road 
to get in was long and bad, the land office 
was far distant, the surveys were incomplete, 
and many settlers took it. for granted that if 
they only went in and actually lived on and 
improved the land this was what tlie govern- 
ment wanted, and they need have no fear 
of their rights ‘being ignored on account of 
any ‘informality in assuming occupation. 
Railroad companies did not wantthe land 
and the government paid no attention to it, 
therefore why should not the actual settler 
have of it what he chose to take? But the 
process of settlement attracted the attention 
of railway speculators to the region to such 
an extent as to lead them to desire, not to 
improve it, but simply to have a share of it; 
and the government concluded to take it 
under its wing to such an extent as to secure 
these railway men in their desires by warn- 
ing the actual settlers on what the surveys 
had shown to be odd-numbered sections that 
their rights would not be recognized by the 


government and that they would be placed 


at the mercy of the first railway company 


» which might receive a land grant in the dis- 


trict. This reminds of the days ‘of the 
administration of Sir Macpherson’ in 1882 
when the rush of immigration taking place 
was most effectually turned into other 
channels by the policy of land resérvations 
and general disregard of settlers’ rights then 


» pursued, That policy has cost this country 


hundreds of thousands of settlers and hund- 
reds of millions of dollars in the years that 
have since passed, and yet our government 
does not seem to have learned the lésson that 
the absolute protection of the rights of the 
settler is the first necessity towards the 
settlement of the country. The idea that it 
pays toroh the settler orto in any way 
deprive him of the proper results of bis 
enterprise or exertions is so absurd as to be 
laughable if it were not so fatally injurious 
to the hest interests of the whole country 
as to be most deplorable, The spectacle of a 
government which professes to desire settlers 
fighting to keep actual settlers off the public 
land will do more harm to the canse of im- 
migration than a car load of pamph.

There is no settler so 
poor, #0 mean or so insiynificant that he has 
not relatives, fricuds Or aeoquaintances who 
will be influenced for ar against the eountry 
by his sucess or failure, by the wood or bad 
treatment accorded him.

It will be more 
necessary at the forthcoming election, not 
only for the number of votes it will give but 
as an endorsement of their Northwest policy. 
People will not stand what they would a few 
years ago. They feel that they don’t have 
to. They feel that the country has. reached 
astage in which it does not depend upon 
the existence of this or that administration 
and they demand now as they never did be- 
fore the recognition of their vested rights. 
With Hon, Thos. White as minister of the 
interior the government entered upon a 
policy of undoing as far as possible the 
injurious work of that gentleman’s predeces- 
sors. The rights of settlers were recognized 
in their dealings with the government and 
the fact told greatly to its credit. It is fatal 
to the interests of the government in the 
Northwest, with the general elections in 
view, to permit the impression to zet abroad 
inany way that the interests of the North- 
west voter are not the first consideration 
with the administration for whom he is 
asked to vote. In other places than at Lake 
Dauphin that impression has recently been 
scattered witha most careless hand, and 
when election day rolls around its result 
will be seen to the government’s cost, unless 
in the meantime it has been removed.

Jas. Ross, D. D. Mann and A. M. Nanton 
of the C, & K. railway, Supt. W. Whyte aud 
chief engenees Hugh Lumsden ofstie C.P. 
Rk. and Mr. Burns of the Canada Trust & 
Loan Company, Toronto, arrived on Saturday 
afternoon, October. 4th, from Calgary with 
two four horse lice teams, and put up at 
the Alberta hotel. On Sunday ve 
furnisned fresh teams by Supt. Griesbach 
and driven to Fort Saskatchewan on the 
north side of the river aud back by way of 
Clover Bar. They left for the south on 
Monday about ten .o’clock. Both Mr. Ross 
and Supt. Whyte expressed themselves as 
more.than pleased with the Edinonton dis- 
trict its general appearance its natural re- 
sources and the superior facilities which it 
offers to settlers. They thought it was in- 
comparably the nost valuable section of the 
North west, and were confident that it would 
soon be filled up with settlers, “They ex- 
‘ceedingly regretted that the British farmers’ 
delegates would not visit this section of 
country this year owing to the great expense 
of the stage trip and the fact of their time 
‘being limited, but next year with the com- 
pletion of the railway this district would 
certainly be iichuded in the rounds of suét 

arties. Mr. Ross said the rails of the C. & 

i. would be laid to Edmonton by July of 
1891, and Supt. Whyte was eloquent on the 
subject of the flour and oats and potatoes 
and butter that the C, P. R. would baul from 
Edmonton tothe coast to supply the near 
markets of British Columbia and the distant 
markets of China and Japan. Rates would 
he made witha view to promote the trade 
which was now only beginning to develop 
with China and Japan. He did not thiuk 
that rates could be given on wheat for ship- 
ment eastward that would permit ot the 
development of that trade, except in case of 

high prices, but shere was au ampletmarket 
in the west. Train service would. be given 

twicea week at the start as at Prince Albert 
and the C. P. R. would be only.too glad to 
increase the service as fast as increased busi- 
bess made it practicable. Mr. Ross said that 
the intention was to lay rails to the Blind 
Man, half way to Kdinsonton, this fall, and to 
grade probably to within twenty miles or as 
close as possible before winter set in. Con- 
struction trains Would run north from Cal- 
gary as long as construction continued, 
which would probably be into December, 
but would then be withdrawn until spring.

all along the line, wherever they*could be 

procured from Red Deer north, and large 
quantities of oats would be required. Mr.

Calgary. Butter and potatoes were also 
required in large quantities but the company 
would not handle them, particularly potatoes, 
this fali. They had brought their supply of 
butter from the east during the summer, as 
they would not pay the Calgary price of 25¢ 
a pound; but they would have been willing 
to pay 15e. The construction company sup- 
plied beef from their own range in the Por- 
cupine hills, and had recently driven up 200 
steers for falluse. They would also. supply 
their own winter beef, but would have to buy 
beef in the spring, and Mr, Mann hoped that 
a supply of stall beef would be available at 
Edmonton to last from the beginning of 
warm weather until the range cattle fattened 
up in June or July next. 

A committee of citizens comprising John 
Cameron, fF, F. Carey, J. A. MeDougall, Dr 
Wilson, Frank Oliver, D. Ross and C. F, 
Strang interviewed Mr. Ross in regard to the 
location of the railway on reaching the 
Saskatchewan. Mr. Koss said that although 
the railway was chartered to Peace river it 
would not cross the Saskatchewan at the 
present time nor in the immediate future 
until the extension porthword was decided 
on, The question as to what point on the 
south sideof the river would be made the 
terminus could not he decided until the sur 
Vveys now in progress wore Cuimpleted.
